J. C. CASSEU 

In Evancelist No. 2i current volume, 
Brother J. B. Wampler makes the follow- 
ing request, "Will our dear brolher J. C. 
Cassel teli us how many were baptized 
wilh the 'íHoly Spirit," and refer us to 
the chapter and verse that teaches the per- 
petu i ty of that "baptism?" 

It were useless for me to undertake to 
teach our dear brother Scripture, as he is 
a watking Bible Dictionary and Concor- 
dence himself, and is not at a loss to 
know what the ScripttiFes teach on those 
points. 

As to the former question I do not 
know how many Holy Ghost "baptisms" 
are recorded in the New Testament, and 
as I do not believe all that kind of "bap- 
tisms" oceured during the Apostòlic age, 
it would be to no purpose in this case to 
just know the exact number noted in Holy 
VVrtt. As to thelatterl frankly confess 
that I know of no chapter, or verse that 
abstraetly teaches the perpetuity of Holy 


be confïned to the Apostòlic age 5 as far 
as my limited knowledge goes I know of 
no morè limitations placed upon Holy 
Ghost baptism as upon wàter baptism, 
antl I know of none upon either ; one was 
commanded, and the other promised, and 
I consider God under just as much obli- 
gation to keep his pro mi ses as raen are to 
obey. his commandments, and he is much 
morè sure to do so, if the conditions are 
compliedwith, If wàter baptism was only 
for the Apostòlic age then we can with 
consisteney confine Holy Ghost baptism 
to that age, otherwise not. 

It is true that the manifeslations of the 
spirit's power are rarely as marked nowas 
they were in the days of the Apostles, 
bul that does not destrox the promises ; 
nor possibility of them being so ; with the 
supreme skepticLnn of professing Chris- 
tians upon this question it cannot be 
within the economy of God to bestow the 
blessing to any marked degree ; God will 
not waste his special blessings uponunbe- 
lief, faith in God's power and willingness 
to save is a pre-requisite to salvation. 
l-'aith in God's willingness and power to 
bestow the Holy Spirit with power is a 
pre-requisite to Holy Ghost baptism. Let 
meu give their "bodies a fiving sacrifice 
unto the Lord," then the question of the 
Spirit's effusion will soon be settled. When 
here antl there one claims and receives the 
power manifested through the Apostles he 
is at once branded a mesmerist, hypnotist, 
crank or lunatic, by popular religions sen- 
timent. 

As to the proof ef the claims herein set 
forth I could give an end'ess array of in- 
controvertible present-day evidence, but 
as snch evidence is as repugnant to popu- 
lar sentiment as the claim itself I will for- 
bcar, but will venturc to present several 
instances recorded in modern history, be- 
cause things somewhat remote, either 
time or distance are so íuuch morè credi- 
ble than things present. 

Among the many noted characlers of 
the Scotch covenanters, there was one by 
ths name of John Welch, who was born in 
1570 of wealthy parents, of whom thehis- 
torian says, "He was a . very irregular, 
hopeless boy, f requen lly running away 
from school, ami playing t niant, l> u t after 
he had past his grammar, antl was come 
to be an adult, he left his stutlies and his 
fatlicr's house and went antl joinetl him- 
self to the thieves of the English border, 
who lived by robbing the two nations. " 
Like the prodigal of the Bible, this young 
man "came to himself" antl sought recon- 


fair," will our dear Brother Wampler

Ghost baptism. Now as "turn about is^i ciliation wilh his father, and his God, and 


afterwards became a remarkable charac- 
ter. Welch's custom was when he went 
to bed at night, to lay a Scott's plaid 


above his bed-clothe, that when he rose 
for his night prayers he might cover him- 
self therewith, for from the beginning of 
his ministry till his death, he reckoned 
the day ill spent if hestayed not seven or 
eïght hours in prayer. This man hatl the 
gift of prophecy as the following ex trac ts" 
show : "During hts residence at Ayr, the 
Lord's day was greatly profaned at a 
gentleman's house about eight miles dis- 
tant, by reason of a great confluence of 
people playing at foot-ball and other past 
times. After writing several times to him 
to suppress the profanatíon at his house, 
Welch came one day to his gate and call- 
ed him out to teli him that he had a mes- 
sage from God to him, that because he 
had slighted the advice given him, the 
Lord would cast him out ofhis house, and 
none of his posterity should ever after- 
wards, enjoy it." This prophecy was af- 
terwards fulfilled, and the rich man con- 
fessed that Welch wasa true prophet. An- 
other instance runs as follows : "He was 
some time a prisoner in Edinburgh castle 
before he went into exile ; one night sit- 
ting at supper with Lord Üchiltree, who 
was his wife's uncle, Welch, as his man- 
ner was, entertained his company with 
godly and edifying discourse, which was 
well received by all the company except a 
debauched, popish young gentleman who 
sometímes laughed, and sometimes mock- 
ed and made wry faces. Gríevedat such 
conduct, Welch broke out into an abrupt 
charge upon all the company lo be silent, 
and observe the work of the Lord upon 
that profane mocker, upon which the 
wretched man sunk down dead beneath 
the table to the great astonishment of all 
present." 

The most remarkable event in the life 
of Welch was his persistant prayer over 
the dead body of Lord Ochiltree's son, 
who after forty-eight hours of constant 
prayer was restored to life again, and af- 
terwards lived to a good age,-of great use- 
fulness. This instance is too long to be 
quoted in this article, but the reader can 
find the whole record of Welch's life in a 
book called "Scott's Worthies." Welch's 
whole life was a stfream of miracles. 
Many of the Scotch covenanters had the 
gift of prophecy according to the records 
in the above mentioned book. 

The baptism of the Holy Ghogt does of 
conrse not only become manifest through 
prophecy or heiding of diseases, bul in a 
morè marked degree in the thorough re- 
generation of degraded humani'.y especial- 
ly in heathen lands. "The wonderful 
story of Madagascar" in I)r. Pierson's 
"Miracles of Missions," reads like a tale 
in the Arabian Nights. Morè remarkable 
still were the labors of Tittis Coan in the 
Hawaiian Islands. The hislorian says,
